Sm,— In my Dispatch of the 17th of June, 
in which I communicated" to you ybur ap- 
pointment m the Government uf British Col- 
umbia, I informed ^ou that I should probably 
have occasion to addreeB you on the question 
then in agitation of the Incorporation of that 
Colony with the Dominion ol Canada, 

You are aware that Her Major's Gov 
ernment have hitherto declined to enteitain 
•His question, mainly because it could not 
oriae piadically till the Terr, lory ol ihe Hud- 
son Buy Company waa annexed lo the Do- 
minion butalso, perhaps, in ihe expectation 
that the public opinion ol Bruish LVlombia 
might have opportunity to form and declare 

,U 1 have now lo inform you that Hie terms 
on which Rupert'8 Lind and ihe North 
West Territory uro io be united to Canada, 
have been agreed to by the parlio* CODoein- 
e j aod that the Queen will probably bu ad- 
vised beloie long to issue an Order in Coon* 
oil which will incorporate in the Dominion 
of Caiiaoa tbe whole of tbe Biltiab 1 esses- 
BioDS ou the North American Continent, er- 
ocpt tbo then couterminous Colony of 
lir'ilioh Columbia. 

' Tbe question therefore preieolfl itseir, 
whether this single Colony should be excluded 
from the great body politic which is Hue 
ioiming iuelf. 

On ihi» question tha Colony ttsell does 
not appear to bo unuuimoui. But a» | tt r ua 
-. ctt , | judge lrom the Dispatches which have 
eached me, I ehould conjectore Ihu the 
Availing opinion was in layer o union I 
hLve no hesitation in staling that such I,, 
gX the opinion of Hot Majesty 'a Govern- 
jnent.

letter no. one. 

I Hunt at the outiet disclaim all idea of 
pertoiwit'O uy sell-iniposed ta> k either with 
orcdit to oycilf, or with satisfaction to my 
readers. My pen inva.'iably baits, when its 
s~eed is most seeded, anti a conctant strug- 
gle between thought and expression greatly 
adds t» my difficulties. On the present oo- 
ousion I envy Mr Hopworth Ui.xoj and Sir 
Charles Dilke tho poesission of those des- 
criptive powers and talents which their re- 
spective works— ' America ' and * Cheater 
Britain ' undoubtedly display. The flight 
of cenius exhibited in tha latter work must 
he admired; for the past, present aud future 
ol British Columbia are there, boldly 
sketcbeo, though tho writer never saw the 
Colony, nuve, perhaps, on bis atlns. 

Tired of leading the inactive life which 
circumstanoes had lor o short lime loiced 
upon me, I reeolved to leuvo London and 
seek my fortune in one of the Colonies. Can- 
ada, Australia and Now Zealand presented 
themselves and s.'verally claimed tho ques- 
tionable privilege ol providing me with n 
home. In one or othor of those Colonies I 
1-uecessivoly reared as many aerial struc- 
tures as any castle-builder that ever I'.ved. 
My building muluriols were at length io 
danger of exhaustion, when a genllemun, to 
whom 1 hud shortly before been introduced, 
came to my us-i-dnnco.

interviews too numerous to detail formed

Il is unnecessary to say that since ihoo 
' feit' have falleo, 10 tbe ruin ol thousands. 
By way of forearming tne, however, ho was 
kind enough to enlighten me »p.»D 'he r a- 
,ura ol C'unboo mining ; aod I was Irea-od 
■o a lesson upon sloico-bpiios and rifH-ja, 
wat.h-gravel and boulders, ground-sluicing 
and pot-l.olts. 1 If you bolloiu » shall and 
gad the bed-rock pi'.qhir.g '::'.o the a !joi::i:;g 
claim, give up work at once ; putyour biun« 
kelson your oack and travel down tbt-ouutry.' 
Al hough I didn't luily undo stand the 
adricc. ! :v-:s forced to look wire and prom, 
ise couipimce, Tho (aiming interests 
of the Colony were as qu okly disposed 
of, us he assured me Ciat agriculluie had 
in vain struggled lor a foothold, The 
picture thu.< drawn was itoleed gloomy, un- 
relieved as it was by a single feature of suo- 
oess. I hit the nrdour ol adventure unpleas- 
antly cooled and my purpose somewhat 
shaken. Fortuuutely, however, I met wjtb 
some ol Ihe 'Irieods of this colony' in Lon- 
don. They advised me lo discard from my 
mind all that my Irmnd had told mo, und 
merely to regard ti is story as that of a dis- 
appointed gold-hunter more au fad at the 
s word -oxo 'ciso than skilful in the ujo ol 
tbe pick und shovel. Tho Boil, I was in- 
lormed, was productive, the o],iinato unsur- 
passed, farming aud utocls raising remunera- 
tive and minerals abtind nt. I was promised 
moderate auccc;s with a fuir prospect of en- 
riching myaolf, provided thai I avoided tho 
reokloss oxiiavagance and wild specula'ions, 
which had hitherto been a ruinous character- 
istic of ihe settlers. Much valuable inlorm- 
ution was i.a 1 am now persuaded, men 
given mo, 1 determined however to adopt 
what 1 considered a safe course — visit Can- 
ada and if lii-salisfiotl make San Francisco 
a goographioal centre lor luture action. 
There 1 could doc de tidier to stay, turn buck 
or pass on. Putsuing this plan I arrived in 
due time al San Francisco, whore I shall 
cave iho reader for tbe pri-sent.

weie larguly 6harod by many other English- 
men, better informed (ban uiysolf.
